8500,000,000 Extra Currency. 

It is stated to be practically certain 
that the limit of extra currency which 
Yue bill provides for will be raised from 
$250,.000,000 to. $500,000,000. Most of the 
members of the committee believemthat 
this figure is not to high for a time of 
emergency when a heavy issue of cur- 
renecy notes is demanded on security of 
the prescribed sort, and under the de- 
scribed tax. The tax on the emergency 
issues will not, it is believed, be placed 
higher than 6 per cent, which the bill 

vides. 
age peice OO offered by Senator 
Bailey reducing the required population 
of a county or municipality whose 
bonds are to figure in a currency issue 
from 20,000 to 10,000, is expected to 
receive the support of a majority of 
the committee and according to reliable 
report will be acopted. This will permit 
smaller towns of just as great an age 
and of commensurate prosperity with 
the larger towns to participate in the 
penefits of the measure. 

Railroad Bond Feature. 

Senator Dolliver probably will offer 
an amendment in opposition to the 
railroad bond feature of the bili, and 
it may possibly call for the entire elim- 
ination of such securities. Senator Bai- 
ley will, no doubt, support him in such 
a project, as he does not hesitate to let 
it be known that he is not in favor of 
railroads being allowed to file their 
bonds with the government as_ se- 
curity for currency issues, owing to 
their testimony to fluctuate. 

There is thought to be enough oppo- 
sition in the committee, however, to de- 
feat such an amendment, for the beiief 
expressed by its opponents is that the 
backing by the government, once rail- 
road bonds are accepted as security for 
a certain issue, will have the effet of 
insuring the stability of the currency 
notes issued on them. 

A democratic member of the commit- 
tee asserts today that the minority as 
a whole is not in favor of a bill provid- 
ing a currency based on security of gov- 
ernment bonds, but being unabie to pre- 
vent a favorable report on such a meas- 
ure, they are making it thelr duty go 
far as it lies in their power to make it 
as effective a measure of that nature as 
possible, and they are, therefore, join- 
ing with republicans in advocacy of 
most of the features of the Aldrich bill. 


NEVADA ASKS FOR TROOPS. 


Legislature Begs Roosevelt to Keep 
Regulars in Goldfield. 


Carson City, Nev.. January 16.—The 
Nevada state senate passed a resolu- 
tion today petitioning the president to 
maintain troops in Goldfield until the 
legislature can, by the passage of a 
law, provide either for a police force 
or some other method Of: maintainin 
the peace. The resolution was passed 
unanimously.

attend the trial at all. Mrs. Evelyn 
Nesbit Thaw will not be ®ffered as a 
witness until some time next week, 
All of the indications so far have been 
that District Attorney Jerome will 
make a desperate fight to’ have hér 
testimony ruled out this year.

Enos Mills, United States forestry ex- 
pert, who is perhaps the best authority 
in the world on the subject of trees, 
was the chief speaker of the evening. 
He has spent the major portion of his 
life out ef doors among the forests of 
the country studying them, and has ac- 
quired the happy faculty of imparting 
his information in a simple and direct 
way, which goes at once to the heart of 
his hearers.

He reads the ine his- 
tories of trees, and tells his hearers 
things which happened to them ages 
ago. 

For directness and conviction his 
equal has not been heard in the south 
for years, if ever. 

Mr. Mills began his talk by drawing 4 
contrast between the countries of the 
world which have conserved thefr for- 
ests and those which have not. He de- 
clared that no country was ever ruined 
by having too many trees, but often 
nations fell for lack of them. He point- 
ed out Japan and Germany as e€X- 
amples of nations who placed their 
trees under governmental protection, 
while China and Spain did not. 

He said that one-third of the wealth 
of the United States came from tne 
forests of the country, and adduced 
facts and figures to prove it. 

He then went into the wastage which 
is being practiced in the United States, 
and concluded by the bold statement to 
the effect ‘that the forests would not 
last but twenty years longer at the 
present wasteful consumption and jack 
of forestry conserving. 

At this juncture Mr. Mills declared 
that it was not hig custom to con- 
gratulate meetings upon their success, 
but that this one was so far and away 
ahead of any that he had ever at- 
tended that he must depart and con- 


gratulate it. 
Congratulated Meeting. 

“T have never attended such a meet- 
ing in the United States.’ said Myr, 
Mills, “and I want to congratulate you 
upon the publicity you have received 
and the way it has been handled. You 
are to be congratulated in your secre- 
tary. Mr. Finney, the tadies who have 
backed this movement, Mrs. J. K. Ott- 
ley in particular, and the governor, 

Mr. Mills then went Into the new uses 
to which wood was being put daily, and 
created a general laugh by remarking: 

“Took at the many kinds of preakfast 
foods which are now being placed on 
the market.’ 

He stated that although there were 

many substitutes for wood, that the last 
census report showed that in 1907 more 
wood was consumed than ever before. 
He referred to the manufacture of pa- 
per from wood plup, and concluded by 
saying, on this subject, that one New 
York paper daily consumed each morn- 
ing in one edition twenty acres of for- 
est converted into paper. 
He declared that it was the need of 
the national ‘government to have | 60, - 
000,000 acres of forestry preserves in 
order that posterity might be protected 
in the matter of wood. He showed how 
{tt could be protected and still he used, 
in a great degree, as at present, 

He said that enough wood was de- 
stroved in Colorado in she last thirty 
years, by forest fires, to girdle the 
world with a strip of wood one mile 
wide. He said a tree was the most 
highly organized of all plants, and that 
forestry was nothing but intensified 
tree farming. 

He showed how the tree was the most 
useful of all plants, and told the hfe 
history of several that he had known. 


Beautifal Story of Pine. 


He told a beautiful story of the life 
of a giant pine he had seen cut down in 
the west, whose age, as he had figured 
it from counting thetree rings, was !,047 
years. He told of how it was struck by 
lightning in the !5thtcentury, bent by 
snow in the fourteenth, torn by an earth- 
quake in the seventeenth, and so on. 

He went into the history of the birds 
which are helpful to the trees, and the 
insects which are harmful. 

In conclusion he read a forestry re- 
port, as made by the chief forester o! 
the United States and dated ‘°!/857." In 
which due credit was given for the Ap- 
palachian forest preserve to the club 
women of Atlanta. His speech was en- 
thusiastically applauded. 

After his address Secretary Finney 
read the resolutions referred to, and 
they were held open for general dis- 
cussion, 

Short ond interesting talks were made 


by Judge George Hillyer, President K. 
G. Matheson of the Georgia School of 
Technology, Joel Hurt, Secretary Finney, 
and others, after wihch the resolutions 
were unanimously adopted. 

The meeting was then adjourned, 
bringing to a close a meeting whichis 
declared by all to be the most success- 
ful ever held, and which launched a 
movement destined to live in southern 
forests for centuries to come. 


INTERESTING ADDRESSES 
ARE MADE BY EXPERTS 
AT AFTERNOON SESSION 


By ISMA DOOLY. 


Out of the convention for forestry per- 
petuation, held yesterday afternoon and 
evening in Atlanta, forces were orgar- 
ized which will act directly in the in- 
terest of obtaining n@tional legislation 
in favor of the proposed Appalachiar 
national forest. 

The convention was called by the Ap- 
palachian National Forest Association, 
the American Institute of Electrical En- 
gineers, the Atlanta chamber of com- 
merce, the Georgia Federation of CluDs. 
The object of the meeting was to bring 
about direct and concentrated action on 
the part of the entire south in the in- 
terest of the Appalachian forest, a bill 
for the provision of which will be 
brought up in congress the latter part 
of the month. 

Many Experts Were Present. 

The meeting was the means of as- 
sembling a body of men representative 
of the country’s experts, not only in for- 
esmtry, but in all the phases of com- 
merce, navigation and industry, witn 
which forestry is In any way related. 

Whereas the direct object of the meet- 
ing Was to organize forces in the in- 
terest of national legislation pertain- 
ing to the Appalachian forest, it proved 
the mediuhm as well through which an 
impetus is? given to forest perpetuation 
in its vital importance in the south, and 
far-reaching relations. 

Governor Hoke Smith presided at both 
sessions of the convention, which were 
held in the First Baptist church, and 
delegates were present from every state 
in the central south. John H,. szinney, 
secretary of the Appalachian associa- 
tion, acted as secretary of the meeting. 
On the platform: were Chancellor Bar- 
row, of the University of Georgia; 
Charles Waddell, ef the American In- 
stitute of Engineers; Mr. Gordon and 
iDr. Landrum, who opened the afternoon 
session with prayer. 

Governor Smith Introduced, 


In introducing Governor Smith as the 
presiding officer of the meeting, Mr. 
Finney stated that he was acting for 
the presideat of the association, Mr. 
Ligon Johnson, wno was most regret- 
tably absent on account of sickness. 

“In briefly presenting forest matters, 
I would say that agitation for the per- 
petuation of ‘our southern forest is no 
new thing.”’ said Mr. Finney. 

Some twenty years ago there were found 
clear @eaded and thoughtful men advocating 
it. Some elght years ago there was started 
an agitation that came near accomplishing it. 
Two and a hat? years ago another serious cam- 
paign was started at Asheville by the Amert- 
can Institute of Electrical Engineers, who in 
annual convention there, appointed a commit- 
tee to urge the importance of ‘It upon con- 
gress. Las year the matter was seriously 
and enthusiastically taken up by the Wom- 
en’s Clubs of Georgia, and they are a power 
indeed in every righteous cause. Last No- 
vember the Atlanta section of the American 
Institute of Electrical Enginneers held a for- 
estry meeting, at which so much interest was 
shown that the Appalachian National Forest 
Association was organized shortly thereafter 
by Mr. Ligon Johnson and a few personal 
friends who were forest advocates. 

This organization is a voluntary one, ex- 
tending into the several states most affect- 
ed, and is intended ag a means of carrying 
on a campaign of information and educa- 
tion to arouse, if possible, southern senti- 
ment, and to change the unfortunately pre- 
vailing indifference of the south to this vital- 
ly important subject into aggressive and 
earnest work for the Appalachian forests. 

Given Loyal Aid. 

In this labor of love and patriotism we 
have:been most loyally joined and supported 
by the Georgia Federation of Women's Clubs, 
the Atlanta Woman's Club. the Atlanta City 
Federation of Clubs, the Atlanta section of 
the American Institute of Electrical Engin- 
eers, the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce and 
kindred commercial bodies throughout the 
atate and south, and by our good friends, the 
press. That we have in part succeeded, this 
audience, consisting of accredited delegates, 
etc., from these bodies and from ali parts of 
the south is testimony. 

Our work is, however, but beginning with 
this gathering, for as instructive and interest- 
ing and imposing as this meeting may be, the 
real objective point ig congress, and to get 
definite results we, of the south, must speak 
in mo uncertain tones buth now and at the 
hearing on the Appalachian-White Mountain 
bill, already presented in the house, which 
hearing is set for January 30 before the 
houge committee on agriculture. 

The true importance of the matter and the 
real graivty of the situation will be clearly 
brought before you In the papers to be pre- 
sented by the various speakers, und we feel 
that when thig Is Gone we can safely rely on 
your renewed interest in forest matters, and 
your more earnést cooperation in what re- 
mains to be done to save the Appalachians. 


Congress the Stumbling Block. 


Governor Smith made a vigorous and 
Stirring address, setting forth the 
necessity of immediate and cooperative 
action on the part of the south in de- 
manding of southern congressmen their 
work for the national Appalachian for- 
est. 

He spoke of a recent forestry meet- 
ing in Boston, where organization was 
perfected there to work for the national 
forest in the White mountains, where 
an area of 1,000,000 acres of timber 
land was within the proposed park. The 
Appalachian forest, to extend from Vir- 


ginia to Alabama, he explained, covers 
5,000,000 acres. Unless action favorable 


central south. 

He spoke of the amount of money 
judiciously spent by the government in 
investigating the national forests, and 
the methods of forest perpetuation, and 
also of the favor previously expressed 
by the United States senate in favor 
of the proposed forestry legislation. 


Object of the Meeting. 


He said: 

The object of our meeting is to enlist our 
fellow citizens in all the states tributary to 
the Appalachian region to induce them to 
send delegations to Washington the last week 
of this month to let congress understand that 
the people understand something about this 
eubject and are interested. There is no 
trouble about the money being there to dis- 
tribute. They gre going to distribute over a 
billion dollars; each congress !s. The real 
question is: How is it going to be disiriouten. 
Well now, if the congress can find out what 
the people reatiy want, they are going to 
distribute it just ag nearly as they can to 
satisfy these people, because the one thing 
they want is for the people at home in their 
districts to be pleased wifh what they have 
been doing. Indifference by the public ren- 
ders legislation upon any subject almost im- 
possible. An actfve 4nterest makes a poor 
cause strong with legislators. I feel that this 
meeting ought to be of great service in help- 
ing those of our representatives who have 
already studied this question to gather 
strength for the passage of this legislation. 
So far as the senate of the Unietd States is 
concerned it is scarcely a debatable question 
with them; they already passed a bill unan!- 
mously the last time which was before it 
making an appropriation of $10,000,000 for 
the preservation of these forest reservations. 
It has been in the house that the stumbling 
> block was found, and it is the house that is 
colser, to the people and easier to be reached 
by the people than is the senate. I am afraid 
we have not the cordial support of the speaker 
of the housé on t™s movement, But if the 
committee can be induced to give a favorable 
report, and the last committee on agriculture 
in the house that had this subject to report 
on did give a favorable report, the 
subject being up 80 early in the 
session it can certainly be brought to a 
vote. There was no vote upon the favorable re- 
port of the house committee when the report 
was obtained. Itgwas late tn the session and 
never reached the house. It seems to me this 
is the time; this ‘is the opportunity, and I 
believe your gathering this afternoon and to- 
night, talking about what has already been 
done by the gentleman who introduced me 
and his associates can be far more powerful 
than the mere numbers who are gathered here. 

‘Out of this meeting,’’ said the governor 
in conclusion, ‘I anticipate a general response 
and a powerful delegation of southern citizen- 
ship, who will go to Washington to represent 
a righteous cause.”’ 


Methods of Forest Perpetuation. 

Professor Alfred Akerman, of the 
chair of forestry of the University of 
Georgia, wag introduced by Governor 
Smith and spoke of methods of forest- 


ry perpetuation. 

. 2 forester, 
gets his trade. It my trade to 
study into the different methods of forest 
perpetuation, to study the conditions existing 
in particular tracts of woodland, and to 
apply such methods as will, in the given 
conditions, produce the desired results, just 
as it is the physician's trade to study the dif- 
ferent methods of treating digease, to diag- 
nose particular cases, and to prescribe that 
line of treatment most likely to restore the 
patient to health. Forest perpetuation means 
the use of the forest, without its destruction. 
There was a time when bees were killed in 
order to rob the hive. Nowadays we know 
how to get the honey Without killing the 
bees. And so with our forests. There was 
a time when lumbering meant the destruction 
of the forest, and, unfortunately, this still 
only too often its case, but we are beginning 
to learn that lumbering need not ruin the 
forest, that we can use its products and 
leave it in condition to produce even more 
abundantly.

Protection From Fire. 


The first and most important step in forest 
perpequation is protection from fire. Fires 
kill or injure the standing timber, they con- 
sume the litter and humus and they kill the 
young growth and the seeds that are lying 
in the litter ready to germinate. In order, 
therefore, to perpetuate a forest we must 
first of all have protection from fire. Protec- 
tion from fire is generally not difficult. A 
little care itn the handling of fires in the 
open, a little precaution in the construction 
of fire lines to shield exposed areas, and 
prompt action when a fire by any mischance 
gets started, will often practically eliminate 
fires from the problem. 

When protection from fire is assured the 
next step is to secure reproduction. Foresis 
cannot be perpetuated without seedlings and 
young growth, any more than society can be 
perpetuated without infants and children. 

Nature is good to us here in the south, 
and generally speaking, seedlings will appear 
in abuncgeince in any area from which the 
fires are‘excluded. As we foresters say. it is 
‘potential: forest land.’’ Just give nature a 
chance and nature will turn the potential 
into an actual forest. We do not have to go 
to the extremity of planting to secure re- 
production. So far I have advised planting 
in only one case in Georgia, and in that case 
it was not necessary, but it was desirable, 
however, because the owner wanted to grow 
a particular kind of tree. and in order to get 
a stand composed exclusively of that kind he 
had to plant. 


Piant Young Trees. 


In other sections of the country, where the 
land is not potential forest land, it is often 
necessary to plant. When reproduction is se- 
cured the next step 's to thin the younr 
trees. In order to stimulate height, growth 
and to shadte off the side Iimbs which. if too 
large, produce knots in the lumber—in a 
word, to produce clear lumber--the young 
trees must stand close together: but as the 
trees grow and require more space they begin 
to crowd one another too much and the com- 
petition among them ceases to be stimulating 
and hecome destructive. This is the point 
at which the forester’s art ought to be ap- 
plied. If thinning be done at this point the 
balance is restored and stimulative competi- 
tion continues. Thinnings are not practicable, 
however, unless there is a market for the 
material removed. If there is a market thin- 
nings ought always to be practiced. The 
next step is to harvest the crop, to log off 
the mature timber. This part of forest per- 
petuation is familiar to all and needs no dis« 
cussion here. 

Do not be syrprised that I speak of logging 
as_a step in forest perpetuation. The chief 
object of forestry is to produce logs—liong, 
clean, straight logs, that wMl saw dut a high 
grade of lumber.

Mr. Goodyear Speaks.

He quote, sections from the 
law to show that they were not only in-' 
vested with the mower of raising and 
lowering rates, but they were given a 
part in all suits brought in the state 
courts according to the plans laid down 
in railroad acts. According to the pe- 
culiar laws of the Alabama legislature 
the officers had power in every partic- 
ular except ‘where they might be drawn 
in federal court litigation. 

Mr. Cunningham recalled these several 
Wecisions in which the fourteenth 
amendment was sustained by the su- 
preme@ court of the United States. In 
these decisions it was held that the 
state could not take the property of a 
citizen, nor could it authorize any other 
agency to take it.

The Czsar’s Ambassador Objected to 
President Roosevelt Receiving 


Prof. Milynkoff, and There- 
fore the Latter Was 
Not Received. 


New York, January |6.—After a visit 
of but five days in. America Professor 
Paul Milyukoff, leader of the constitu- 
tional democrats in the Russian duma, 
sailg@ for home on the French liner 
La Lorraine today. His stay in this 


country was short for the reason that 


it is necessary for him to be on hand 
at the reopening of the duma, which 
suspended for three weeks for the Rus- 
Sian Christmas holidays. 

‘Professor Milyukoff, who attended a 
dinner in Washington last night, reach- 
ed New York this morning, barely in 
time to catch La Lorraine. 

After the steamship had left her dock 


a cablegram addressed to Professor 
Milyukoff was received from a friend in 


Russia. It read: 
“Imperative you bring full report of 
your utterances in America.” 

Must Defend Himeelf, 


The message was regarded by Milyu- 
koff's friends here as a warning that 
he must be prepared to defend himself. 

A typewritten statement bearing upon 
the fact that Professor Milyukoff was 
not received by President Roosevelt 
when he visited Washington was given 
to the newspapers after the steamer 
sailed. It states that President Roose- 
velt did not receiwe Professor Milyue 
koff because of objection by Ambassa- 
dor Rosen. 

The statement follows: 

“An effort has ‘been made to discredit 
Professor Milyukoff and to misrepresent 
the success of his mission to the United 
States by sending to St. Petersburg a 
report that President Roosevelt had re- 
fused to receive ‘Professor Milyukoff, 
and the visit of the latter to this coun- 
try was therefore a partial failure. 

“This report evidently was sent by rep- 


resentatives in New York of the con- 
Servative element in Russia opposed to 


Professor Milyukoff's party. His friends 
in St. Petersburg cabled yesterday to 
the director of the civic forum, Mr. Ely, 


asking that a true statement of this 


incident be cabled back to Russ& im@ie- 
diately. 


Why Roosevelt Didn’t Receive. 


“The following cable was sent in reply: 
‘President Roosevelt is very friendly to 


Milyukoff, but unable to receive him 


because the Russian ambassador ob- 
jected.

WORK UN CANAL 


Big Ditch Will Be Completed 
Within Six Years 


HIGH PRICES ARE PAID LABOR 


But Secretary Thinks It Unwise to 
Make a Reduction—A Complete 
Statement Made to Commit- 
tee on Inter-Oceanic 
Canals. 


Washington, January 1!6.—Secretary 
Taft appeared before the senate com- 
mittee on interoceanic canals today 
to give that committee 
concerning the project and 
suggestions for legislation. 
a complete review of the 
at the canal site and quoted informa- 
tion he had received from various offi- 
cials connected with the work. He 
expressed the opinion that the canal 
should be completed within six years 
from next July, and that its ultimate 
cost would be approximately $300,000,- 
000, including the purchase price. 

The proposed widening of the locks 
was carefully explained by Secretary 
Taft. He asserted that with the locks 
widened to !10 feet a steamer of 108 
feet beam could easily pass through. 
The largest ship this government is 
planning to build will. have a beam of 
eet. The increased cost of the 
s, Mr. Taft estimated, would be 
million dollars.

Difficalties Are Explained. 


In his talk to the committee Secre- 

tary Taft at various points brought out 
the difficultfes that beset the com- 
mission in its administration. These 
range all the way from trouble with 
the Paciftc Mail steamship line be- 
cause of its failure to furnish rough 
steamers to labor difficulties. He also 
spoke of the complaints b ythe Pan- 
amans that there is a bad odor to the 
water that is served to them through 
the new works at Panama, as one of 
the small yet annoying features of 
the work. 
_ In the matter of steamship transpor- 
tation facilities on the Pacific coast. 
the secretary said, owing to their in- 
adequacy, the business of the railroad 
had fallen off one-half since the gov- 
ernment took possession, and it was 
a question in his mind whether the 
government should not engage in the 
steamship business. on the Pacific in 
order to retain the Panama route now 
existing and keep the isthmian bus!- 
ness from going by way of Tehaunte- 
pec or some other route. “It may be 
a question,” said the secretary, “of 
saving the income for our steamers on 
the east coast by running considerable 
risk on the west.” 


Paid for Labor. 


Secretary Taft gave out considerable 
information concerning prices paid for 
labor on the canal, and urged that 
there be no reduction in the wages 
paid to skilled laborers in spite of the 
fact that according to his estimate 
they were receiving in pay and privi- 
leges from 50 to 60 per cent higher 
wages than they could earn in the 
United States. Secretary Taft gave it 
as his opinion that any reduction at all 
would cause serious labor difficulties. 
Even with skilled labor wages at the 
present standard, he said, there was 
recently a strike upon the refusal of 
the commission to increase the wages 
and a force of men sufficient to run 
65 steam shovels was depleted to a 
forc® sufficient to run only 13.

Extra Money for Waterworks Need& 

ed for New Pump. 

General Manager Park Woodward, of 
the waterworks department, states that 
the publishing of the amount he needs 
for his department without giving the

The Lepers o anama,. 


He was questioned by Senator Ankeny 
concerning the, lepers at Panama, and 
responded promptly that leprosy is al- 
ways greatly exaggerated, citing his ex- 
perience in the Philippines. 

“When we went to the Philippines,” 
he said, ‘“‘we were tolqj that there were 
from 20,000 to 30,000 lepers. We have 
now 3,500 lepers that we know of there. 
In the last year the number has been 
reduced to the extent of 600 by death.” 

At Panama, he said nine lepers were 
have been isolated on 
an island and there is no fear on their 
account. They had adopted the policy 
of acting on the advice of the doctors 
in all cases of sanitation, as they did 
not care to assume the responsibility of 
acting contrary to the views of the doc- 
tors. 

‘‘More than that,” he said, “Dr. Gorgas 
1as proved so uniformly successful that 
we have felt justified in taking. his 
advice in such matters.”’ 

He declared that it {is not so unhealth- 
ful to HMve in the tropics as it was for- 
merly. 

“The Spanish war taught us and all 
the world a great deal about how to live 
in the tropics,” he said. 

Mr. Taft, in reply to inquiries, said 
the commission had found that the price 
placed upon lands needed for the cana!

Seeing so many articles affirming that the 
south was not indebted to New York anl be- 
lieving to the contrary, I wrote to the comp- 
troller of the currency for information as te 
what the Georgia national banks showed as te 
borrowed money in their statements of Au- 
gust 22, 1907. The answer showed that about 
seven-eighths of the national banks of Geue- 
gia had borrowed money in August last to 
lend to their own customers. Presumably it 
was borrowed from New York banks or from 
banks who had in turn borrowed from 
New York (allow me to here say that tne 
bank I have the honor to preside over hag 
no borrowed money at that time). 

Unfortunately certain sections of our coun- 
try are being arrayed against each other by 
misstatement and misrepresentation. No bank 
can be expected to pay all its depositors ip 
one day. Does any vne think that if all tne 
national banks in the state had had none of 
thelr money on deposic In New York, and hae 
it all in their vaults, that they could have 
paid all their depositors tn oné day? No man 
believes this. it is hardly probable that tne 
banks in New York are less patriotic and 
more selfish than the banks of Cincinnats 
or St. Louis, likewise it ig hardly provanie 
that the banks of Cincinnati or St. Louis are 
less patriotic or more selfish than the bankas 
of Birmingham or Atlanta. If, as the cump- 
troller of the currency says, seven-eighths of 
the national banks of Georgia had money 
borrowed in August, which money was being 
used to market the great crops of the south, 
ought we not congratulate ourselves that we 
were able to thus secure this accommodation 
to weather the financial storm as no wther 
section has more successfully done? 

kor my part, I consider the banks of New 
York, with very rare exceptions, patriots true 
and tried. I saw them tried in 1890-93-96 and 
1907. A more unselfish band of patriots never 
made a grander fight for the I!berty and wel- 
fare of a people than the bankers of New 
York have always done in the hour of triai. 
But few men in this life are brave and in- 
telligent enough to be willing to meet and to 
know how to meet such an onslaught as the 
New York banks met in October, 1907. To 
my personal knuwledge when the frightened 
depositors were storming their walls the New 
York banks discounted paper for southern 
banks and shipped currency to them when 
no other cities in the United Stares would do 
it. Now give the devil his dues—New York 
banks are not im busimess for their health, 
like you and I; th@®y are in business for 
profits; but when trouble comes they never 
run. They meet the enemy face to fuce and 
at the same time lend every assistance with- 
in their power to their brother bankers. They 
are always ready and willing to assist. 

Not another city of note in the United 
States during the recent currency famine 
showed such depletion or money ag did New 
York, and yet people said New York banks 
were to blame—‘‘New York must turn loose.’’ 
‘“‘New York must begin and pay out,"’ ete. 
It has been no fault of New York bankers 
that the whole country has had to depend 
on them for money to make and move our 
crops. If our legislators will only enact a 
suitable emergency of credit currency bill 
New York will be greatly relieved. They 
want to see us ‘‘free from the grasp of the oc- 
topus”’ (7). 

Allow me to say that the banks of Phila- 
deiphia and Baltimore also did a great deal 
for the south during the panic.

AT THE NATIONAL CAPITAL

Washington, January i6.—(Special)— 
A number of southern senators and 
representatives and other officials 
Washington have received invitation 
from the chamber of commerce of Tam- 
pa, Fla., to attend the immigration 
convention to be held In that city on 


February 12. 

The German ambassador, the Spanish 
ambassador and the Italian ambassa- 
dor have been invited to attend and 
deliver addresses. It is also® desired 
to have the special immigration com- 
mission which was appointed last year 
by the president, the commissioner of 


immigration, the postmaster general, 
southern governors and representa- 
tives of yarious gouthern. labor and 
commercial organizations be present. 
In Governor Broward's proclamation 
issued the latter part of December he 
“calls upon the governors of all the 
southern states to attend in person 
and to appoint ten delegates from each 
state’ for the purpose of discussing the 
immigration question in full detail as 
it affects the south. 
Chairman of Campaign Committee. 


Two northern democrats are being 
mentioned: for the position of chairman 
of the democratic congressional cam- 
paign committee to succeed Judge J. 
M. Griggs of Georgia, who has de- 
clined to offer for reelection. 

Until a few days ago the choice 
seemed to lie between Representative 
Flood of Virginia and Lloyd of Mis- 
souri. Recently the idea has spread 
that possibly it would be better to 
elect a northern man to lead the fight. 
The names of Representative Ryan of 
Buffalo and Representative William 
Sulzer of New York city have been put 
forward for the place. 

It is argued that since the south fs 
more than apt to send democratic 
representatives anyway, the fight for 
new democratic representatives should 
be concentrated in the doubtful dis- 
tricts of the north and east. This be- 
ing true, the leader of the campaign 
should be a man familiar with condi- 
tions in these territories. 

Re presentative Ryan, in discussing 
his candidacy, said the southern chair- 
men of the campaign committee had 
done well in the past, but they could 
not be expected to be as intimate with 
affairs in the north as a man who 
lives in the north. 

Francis Burton Harrison has been 
approached with offers of support, but 
has declined to allow his name to be 
used. In addition to Flood and Lloyd 
a third southerner, Representative 
Bowers of Mississippi, is being con- 
sidered for the chairmanship. He has 
recently attracted a very large fol- 
lowing. 

The democrats entertain strong 
hopes of winning a majority in the 
next house. Under Chairman Griggs 
majorities were cut down as low as 
50. In the campaign managed by Cow- 
herd of Missouri, the republican ma- 
jority was cut to 30. The figures of 
the last campaign show that the re- 
publican majorities were less. than 
1,100 votes in enough districts to 
change the complexion of the next 
house if these districts should be car- 
ried democratic. 

If the southern democrats should in- 
sist upon electing one of their num- 
ber chairman of the committee, they 
will be successful, for they have a 
majority of the votes. 


Livingston Pushing Atlanta Claims. 


Colonel L. F. Livingston is trying to 

secure from the government for the 
Atlanta Machine Works the balance 
due that company on a contract for 
three light-house lanterns delivered 
in 1899. 

The price agreed upon was $3,369. 
and it is specified that the three 
lanterns would be ready on October 
15, 1899. There was some delay and 
the lanterns were not delivered to the 
government until November I!, 1899, 
at which time they were accepted and 
put in place. 

The government proposed to make a 
deduction from the contract price on 
account of the delay. To this the com- 
pany demurred and entered suit. Judge 
W. T. Newman, on Necember 10, 1902, 
entered judgment under the Tucker 
act in favor of the company and de- 
creed that the™machine works should 
receive $3,344, principal, and legal in- 
terest from December 2, 1899, as well 
as the entire costs of sult. 

The department of justice recom- 
mended the payment of the account, 
and congress passed an appropriation 
for $3,344 and interest. But the inter- 
est was only figured from February 
10, 1902, to July I, 1902. The company 
now claims interest on $3,344 from De- 
cember 2, 1899, to February 10, 1902, 
amounting to $438.02, and also accrued 


interest amounting to $21.15, making 
fa total of $459,17. 


A special act of congress wil prob- 
ably be required to secure for the At- 
lanta firm the amount due. 
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“I was not at all surprised to learn 
that Shreveport had gone dry,” said 
J. E. McCandless, of that city. who is 
at the Kimball house. “I have not 
been home for a little over three weeks, 
but from the moment the subject was 
first brought up I felt certain there 
could be but one result. 

“Shreveport is in many respects like 
Atlanta. The pdrish of Caddo has com- 
paratively few creoles or other people 
of foreign descent. It is as unlike the 
lower Louisiana parishes as if it was 
in another state. For years the town 
has been comparatively wide open, but 
it has never been the free and easy 
place that New Orleans is. 

“Sentiment in favor of prohibition was 
largely the result of labor conditions. 
As long as there was whisky the ne- 
groes didn’t seem to care whether they 
worked or not. There is a large negro 
population in Caddo parish, and the 
labor situation has been becoming more 
and more acute. It was a case of self- 
protection. 

“It would not surprise me at all to 
see a majority of the northern parishes 
of the state go dry. in the next few 
months. In lower Louisiana and in 
towns bordering on the Mississippi river 
it will be a long time before prohibi- 
tion will come to be. This has been 
the history of the whisky traffic for 
many years. River and coast towns 
are invariably more or less liberal in 
their conduct. Just why this should be 
is @ifficult to say. 

“a pretty good illustration of this fact 
is presented in Mississippi. Vicksburg, 
Greenville, Natchez are all wet towns 
and all are on the river. Gulfport, 
Biloxi, and Pass Christian are also wet 
and they are located on the Guif of 
Mexico. These are practically the only 
towns in the state where whisky is 
sold. | 

‘The moral wave in Louisiana, which 
has started at the northern part of the 
state, is causing a great deal of un- 
easiness in New Orleans. It is entirely 
probable that the next legislature will 
hawe a bill providing for state prohibi- 
tion. If such a bill should pass—and i 
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It seems to be a generally accepted 
fact around the capitol that Goyernor 
Smith is going to announce his candi- 
dacy within the next two or three 
weeks for the United States senate. 

The governor's prospective candidacy 
for the senatorship is, in fact, the one 
absorbing topic around which capitol 
gossip centers. o 

Almost every day there is some new 
report of his having stated his inten- 
tion to some friend, and the report is 
being repeated with more and more 
positiveness. 

With some belief has come to be 
almost certainty, and there are not a 
few political prophets whose reputa- 
tions in that direction will be badly 
shattered should the governor fail to 
make them good. 

Concurrent with this talk is the 
growing belief that with the govern- 
or’s announcement for the senate will 
come that of Hon. Seaborn Wright, of 
Floyd, for the governorship. 

Mr. Wright himself once had eyes 
on the senatorial plum, and the fact 
that he has decided not to look further 
in that direction at this time has been 
construed as accumulative evidence of 
the governor's intention. 

It was natural, therefore, that the 
talk should turn to Mr. Wright as a 
gubernatorial candidate. 

Mr. Wright was one of the prohibi- 
tion leaders in the house, and that the 
prohibitionists, at least those of pro- 
nounced views, are contemplhkting get- 
ting back of one of their leaders for 
this position seems to be taken for 
granted. 

But there was more than one pro- 
hibition header, and more than oné of 
them have been prominently talked of 
in connection with the governorship. 
That some of the others will be heard 
from is not for a moment doubted by 
the political gossips. 

Indications all point to the fact that 
the situation is going to shape up 
within the next thirty days, where- 
upon politics in Georgia will, it is pre- 
dicted, take on new life and added tin- 
terest.

That the life insurance interests of 
New York state inteng to make a vigor- 
ous effort to have some modifications in 
existing laws of the state passed at the 
present session of the, legislature, is 
emphasized by the text of the adver- 
tisement which the New York Life In- 
surance Conmypany published today (Fri- 
day). 

Thfs advertisement is out of the com- 
mon, in that it deals largely with ques- 
tions of legislation, instead of with the 
usual dry facts and figures. It is ad- 
dresed to the company’s policy-holders 
and tells them that as they gucceeded 
two years ago in purifying lNfe insur- 
ance through public opinion, so now, for 
their qwp protection, they must, in the 
same way, repeal and modify legisiation. 
The policy-holders are told that the re- 
forms of two years ago were necessary, 
but that reforms discredit and endanger 
their own achievements when they write 
vicious ang dangerous principles into 
the statutes of the state. 

The advertisement calls for the modifi- 
cation or repeal of four sections of the 
New York state insurance laws, and 
probably foreshadows to some extent 
what the insurance companies desire. 

Following directly upon the fight be- 
gun on the insurance laws at Albany 
this week, the statement of the New 
York léfe Unsurance Company is espe- 
cially interesting. The resolution of As- 
semblyman George M. Palmer, minority 
leader, asking for the appointment of 
a committee to investigate the Arm- 
strong insurance laws, appears to have 
been inspired by statistics presented by 
President Kingsley, of the New York 
Life Insurance Company.

Hardwick Spoils Opportunity " 


Amend the Penal Code, 


Hardwick Was So Sectional That 
He Stirred the Republicans, and 
They Refused to Amend the 
Law So as to Prevent the 
-Indorsement Graft. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, January 16.—(Special.)— 
Representative Hardwick, by a rather 
extreme argument on an amendment to 
the penal cotle and through a speech 
that was at times mildly rabid in its 
sectionalism, today angered the repub- 
licans and lost what appeared to be a 
beaytiful chance for securing favorable 
action upon a measure that would de- 
prive republican referees in the south 
of their rewards and emoluments. The 
debate arose over section 1'14 of the Dill 
to revise and codify the penel laws. An 
amendment was offered providing that 
no member of congress or resident com- 
missioner should receive money or any- 
thing of value for securing an Office 
under the government for any person. 
Mr. Hardwick wanted the punishment 
and inhidition to apply to whoever should 
procure an office or appointment for 
any iperson and not be confined to con- 
gressmen. This amendment would make 
the Hill apply to republican referees who 
make recommendations to the president 
for federal positions. Mr. Hardwick 
explained that these recommendations 
by referees are made upon the alivice of 
members of the state and county com- 
mittees and that the latter derive a 
thriving Dusiness in some places in the 
sale of indorsements. He said that an 
investigation ordered by the president 
to he made in the tenth district several! 
years ago discloseg this to be a fact. 

From this point Mr. Hardwick in- 
dulged in a vigorous and unmeasured 
denunciation of this program. The re- 
publicans became indignant, then pug- 
nacious and flually killed the amend- 
ment. The trading in indorsements to 
federal offices wtll, therefore, continue to 
flourish as it has heretofore. 

Hardwick Stirs Matters. 

At the outset of the debate Mr. Hard- 
wick, of Georgia, offered a substitute 
for the Williams’ amendment pending 
yesterday, when the house adjourned, 
regarding payments to any person for 
his endorsement or assistance in se- 
curing appointments to public office 
The substitute arrives at the same end, 
except that it disqualifies from any of- 
fice of trust or profit under the govern- 
ment all persons receiving such pay. 
Mr. Hardwick said that for five years 
efforts had been made to enact such 
legislation, and that a few years ago 
a tremendous scandal had occurred in 
his own district in Georgia in connec- 
tion with some postoffice appointments. 
He challenged any one to oppose his 
substitute on its merits. 

The challenge was at once accepted 
by Mr. Gardner, of Massachusetts, who 
maintained that any one who came to 
Washington with his expenses paid to 
interest himself in behalf of some ap- 
pointment would violate the law. He said 
he was tired of humbug legislation, and 
inquired: 

“Do you think we can square our- 
selves with our constituents by legisla- 
tion like that, by pretending to virtue 
when there is not a man within the 
sound of my voice that cannot evade 
these statutes if he has a mind to? 
You may be able,” he added, “to catch 
unfortunate members of the house or @ 
member of the senate some time who 
has not covered his tracks properly. 


Question of Corruption, Says Wil- 
liams, 


Mr. Payne, of New York, urged that 
the Williams’ amendment and Hard- 
wick substitute be voted down He 
wanted the committee on judiciary to 
carefully consiger such propositions be- 
fore they are enacted into law. 

Mr. Williams was quick to retort that 
Mr. Payne and other republicans had 
made a party question out of the 
amendment and subsfitute, whereas, he 
said, #t was not a party question, but 
one dealing with corruption. He was 
aiming at real crime, and if the amend- 
ment was not satisfactory to the repub- 
licans, “Then, in God's name,” he said, 
“draw one for yourselves.”

This was voted 
down, as were the Hardwick substi- 
tute and the Williams amendment. 

The original section was then amend- 
ed. on a motion by Mr. Burke of Penn- 
sylvania, so as to apply the penalty 
imposed by section 1i4@ only to those 
cases where the purchase and sale of 
indorsements or support for office af- 
fects “appointive” offices.

INSTITUTES BEING HELD 
AMONG NEGRO FARMERS 


Good Work Being Accomplished. 
Largely Attended Meeting in 
Newton County. 

The agricultural department of Clark 
university has arranged a series of 
farmers’ institutes for negro farmers. 
The object is to get negro farmers to 
grow more of their food supplies at 
home, take better care of the farms 
they cultivate, use better method : 
farming, read agricultural papers anc 

the farm bulletins, 

The first of these institutes was held 
at Union Grove church, in Newton 
county, on January !5. A large number 
of negro farmers were present, and 
wave evidence of a deep interest in 
this effort to improve their conditions. 

G. F. Hunnicutts, editor of The 
Southern Cultivator, was one of the 
speakers, and he spoke in a plain, 
common-sense way. Said he, 
farmers should seek to leave the land 
in better condition each year, disabuse 
your mind of the idea that I am here 
this year and I don’t know where I 
will be next year. You should stop 
renting for one year at the time; rent 
for longer times, say three or five 
years. If you are honest and good 
farmers, there are plenty of white 


‘people who will be glad to give you 


such terms. Given this chance, you 
should keep up the terraces, stop burn- 
ing off land in the spring, but plow un- 
der all rubbish and put in gullies and 
washes what cannot be plowed under. 
Again, I wish to say that you farm- 
ers do not have to plant all cotton. 
‘Many negro farmers seem to think 
they must plant all cotton or they 
cannot rent the land. This Is not true. 
The men you rent from know that 
this Is a bad practice, and will not 
force you to follow any such policy.” 
A local farmers’ institute was or- 
ganized, with Fred Jones president 
and P. D. Johnson secretary. 
owns 350 acres of land in Newton 
county, and Johnson owns !60 acres. 
These were the only negro farmers in 
the meeting that read or took any 
agricultural paper.

ing the fiscal year of 1907-8. —

Purposes. 


Charles E. Davis, a well known attor- 
ney of Rome, was Wednesday arraigned 
before United States Commissioner Jonn 
<. Printup in Rome charged with at- 
tempting to defraud by using the mails. 

The warrant was sworn out by Postot- 
fice Inspector Bannerman, of Atlanta. 
The attorney was aske;z over the phone 
to come to the commissioner's office, 
where the warrant was served and where 
his bond was fixed at $1,000. The bond 
was quickly made, and Attorney Davis 
is now awaiting the action of the fed- 
eral grand jury. 

The government will make an effort 
to show that during the circulation of 
clearing house certificates Attorney 
Davis went tto Philadelphia, where he 
negotiated with a printing house for 
the production of $50,000 of these certiti- 
cates, he alleging, it Is stated, to be a 
member of the Atlanta clearing house. 
From New York, whither he went, it is 
alleged, from Philadelphia he wrote to 
the printing house concerning the mat- 
ter and again after returning to Rome 
he wrote. The printers are said to have 
becom#@ suspicious and notified the secret 
service, who turned the matter over to 
the postal authorities. 

Mr. Davis is a man who stands well 


state and has a large circle of friends, 
who are confident that when the matter 
comes to a trial that the will be able to 
explain everything satisfactorily and 
show that there has been no effort made 
to defraud, and that all dealings have 
been legal.

“A short time ago while 

in Atlanta in a hotel lobby talking! 
to three or four gentlemen the value of 
clearing house certificates as an advertising 
medium was mentioned. It was proposed to 
print these bills without the name of any 
bank and to use them as the confederate bills 
Were wsed. 

“Afterwards, when I was about to start on 
a trip east one of the gentlemen with whom 
I had been discussing the clearing house cer- 
tificate plan asked me to see if I could get 
this printing done for him at a reasonable 
price and gave me a copy of the words to 
be placed on one side. The wording on the 
back of these certificates read as follows: 

‘“**Payment of the within certificate guar- 
anteed by the following banks composing the 
Prosperity Clearing House Association: 

‘**Good Will National Bank. 

‘* ‘Bank of Succegs. 

‘* *Prosperity National 

‘**Bank of Liberality.’ 

“On my way to New York I dropped off in 
Philadelphia. [I went to see a printer there, 
talked the matter over with him, told him 
exactly what I wanted, and then advised him 
to do nothing until he had heard from my 
client. 

“Having completed my business in New 
York, where I went immediately after leAving 
Philadelphia, I returned to Atlanta, and 
while there had a few minutes’ conversation 
with my client. I gave him the name of the 
printer and told him the result of my inter- 
view. He was satisfied and wired the printer 
to go ahead with the work. 

“Afterwards he got into a wrangle with 
the printer about the price to be charged. 
The printer asked an exorbitant price. My 
client refused to pay it. Then the Philadel- 
phia printer, to even up, reported the matter 
to the postal authorities. 

“I have a copy of the instructions issued 
to the printer for the back of these certifi!- 
cates. The face of the certificate, while it 
resembles a bill, was used for advertising 
purposes. I am prepared with all necessary 
proofs showing that I only acted as a lawver
